lor any thing else, the birds were mortified 
to find a lai-KC, preen, ugly toad lillmg tbo 
nest and bopping over t!io ofljjcs. Whether 
a toad can climb a tree or not is an unsettled 
question, and ono that did no: seem to in- 
terest the birds. Ho was there, anil that 
was quite enough for them. Several hours 
were passed in strenuously tryins to eject 
him. the birds workiusfiii u systematic man- 
ner and, byusini; their combined forces at 
one side oC tl-.c'ncst, endeavoring to lieavo 
tho intruder out at the other. They woro 
not slron" enough, however, and they could 
not raise Iho [,'ross body. The toad seemed 
to be asleep, ar.d as he lay with closed eyes, 
the respiratory heaving ot his fat sides a'.ono 
showing that he was not dead, neither pcelt- 
in" nor pushing seemed to have the slight- 
es; effect on liim. Weary and discouraged, 
tho robins at last flow to an adjacent bush, 
and. apparently, dicussed the situation. 


When they "returned to the attack ten 


minutes later they had perfected a plan that 
made short work of the toad. They began 
with great earnestness to tear away tho 
bottom o£ the nest and in a very short timo 
tho obnoxious tiling came tumbling throiah 
tbo hole.

A Marino Worm That Destroys Timl»r» 


nnd SInJ" larc" Ships- 


AstuJvof the history and habits of this 


singular "worm will be found neither unin- 
teresting nor unprofitable, says the At ant., 
Constitution. Its habitat, was originally m 
the tropic seas, but being carried In Uio 
timbers of vessels into Korvh American and 
European waters, it has become tho terror 
and dread of wharf men and captains oi un- 
Blieathcd sailing craft ahrafr the Atlantic 
nnd Pacific coasts, and in the harbors ot 
numbers of Mediterranean cities. Accord- 
ing to tho classification of Linuxus, this bi- 
valve belongs to the family of Pholadidrc 
and genus teredo, so called from their habit 
of destroying ship or other timber. Iho 
shell is equally valvcd, and in form it is 
short, thick and round nnd widely open in 
front and rear. This shell is situated at tlio 
inner ond of a tube, somewhat cylindrical in 
shape, and either straight or eroolreU, as 
the case may bo; this tube being open at 
each end in the full-grown specimens, and 
lined or coated with a white, chalky paste 
or substance, which seems to bo its digest 
ive apparatus. Tlio weapon of the teredo is 
not its teeth, as might bo supposed. This 
singular animal has still another peculiar- 
ity dependent, however, upon the one laat 
mentioned, for sinco its instrument is its 
foot, so it feeds itsolf not from the rioulli, 
but from tho foot itself. The valves abovo 
noted arc simply appendages of the foot. In 
fact, if a teredo should have his foot am- 
putated he would in a most vital sense 
"lose his (jrip." 
In the center of the 


circular opening of the valves the foot i a 
protruded, like the blado concealed iu a 
spring cane, and tho entire arrangement 
constitutes a boxing-machine of power in- 
conceivable in so small an object. But tha 
strength of tbis machine becomes apparent 
when, upon a closer examination, ono notes 
the strong, ruober-Iiltc i-idgos of the valves, 
which can contract with great force, and 
tho' comparatively immense sine of thu 
groat abductor muscle which enables tha 
teredo to use his sharp foot with the case 
o£ un auger passing tlirough the softest 
r'nc. 
This worm attains often a great length, 


but it is usually from one foot to a. yard 
long, its size doponding on the length ol 
time it has been in the wood, and frequent- 
ly on tho size of the wood itself. It is pro- 
vided vrith two respiratory tubes, each ot 
which has a syphon attached to a calcare- 
ous, flattened, triangular plate on tho ouv 
side of the body. It has two heads, if 
such they can bo called, attached to the ex- 
tremity of a tube much smaller than, tho 
main trunk, and which are each (the small 
tubes) about six inches long; or, in other 
words, the main body splits into two small 
tubes ot about a foot or six inches from 
whore tbo head is iu a teredo, and where 
the tail would be inn snake. This worm is 
ovlparious, and v.-hen tho young aro born 
(with a smooth shell) they swim around by 
means of a vibratile cilia; sometimes 
creeping with the.foot until old enough to 
begin work on apiece of wood. A good, 
nice, new pile having beeu selected, they 
fasten themselves to the wood by moans of 
the suction apparatus in their heads, strike 
in with their foot and bore inwardly until 
only the head remains outside. Then they 
fasten themselves to the very edge, just as 
a clerk will fasten sheets ot paper together, 
turning over tho sides oi a brass clamp, 
and, henceforward, their sole aim, object 
and ambition in life is to grow, boro nnd 
make sawdust. Small when, they enter, 
they could no more creep backward out of 
their original hole after feasting a month or 
two on a rich pine log than a camel could go 
through the cyo of a needle. 


Still another species of this log-cater is 


tho worm classified by Leach, Limnoria 
tcrebrons, genus Isopoda, which is a minute 
sossile.eyed crustacean, and which, cats in- 
to tho piles several feet below tho low 
watcrraark; and in vast numbers. But la 
destructive power these latter can not equal 
tho teredo, i seen a specimen ot a pile at- 
tached by the teredo, and one channel, be- 
ginning almost as small as the diameter of 
a k.-iitting needle, gradually widened down- 
ward in n tortuous course until, at uu aper- 
ture on the opposite side of tho log (which 
had been gnawed lengthways,) tho size of 
tho passage had grown to quite an inch in 
width and tho worm had grown in length 
seven, and eight inches, as nearly as could 
bo measured. 


On the coast of California, I am credibly 


informed tho teredo sometimes attains a 
diarnete-r of two inches and a length of 
fifteen feet. Aud, so far as any one knows, 
their only food seems to bo the dust which 
tlioy create rasping their way through tho 
logs. This dust is deposited by the foot m 
the tube lined with tho cbalTcy membrane, 
and instead of crawling inward and onward 
as their burrow-ings lengthen, they simply 
prow in due proportion, their head remain- 
in" it its place. But there they find then- 
punishment; for their sizo thus increased 
and their log onec consumed and broken off, 
they fall out into tho water, and their 
career ends in tho maw of the next hungry 
fish that chances their way. Once their one 
log Is dcstoyed they can never begin life 
cgain. So the wiso teredo is careful to se- 
lects good, big log to begin with. 


Another trait ot this worm is that it will 


never attack floating timber. But woe to 
tho ship riding at anchor if her timbe/s are 
not protected by metal sheetings. Many a 
noble vessel has been lost with all on board 
in mid ocean owing to tho insidious ravaccs 
made by the worm as she lay quietly m port 
taking on cargo and passengers. But as it 
rarely happens that there is not some visi- 
ble compensation in nature's works and 
creatures, to even the teredo prove needful 
bv boring into and disintegrating the sunken 
wrecks, timbers and other obstructions 
which, would else render navigation in somo 
harbors dangerous. It is astonishing how 
rapidly a wreck will disappear in some 
channels particularly infested by tho ter- 
edo.How to prevent them from ruining a prto 
almost as soon as it was put down was long 
a vexed question with meu in maritime 
txnvus; but experiments and invention have 
solved this matter as they have given tho 
solution of many others. Tho logs are now 
kyaaizcd or creosoted. 
A log properly 


treated will have n life of at least fifty 
years, and may bid delianco to every tescdo 
that ever bored a holo or who would wish 
to bore one.
